1 . Regarding to Applicant's argument with respect to the Lang does not disclose assigning each of resources to one of a plurality of 
security zones 

Examiner totally disagrees with applicant at this point; Lang discloses a storage media is sub-divided into a plurality of 
"logical zones" which is equivalent to "security zone" because a user is required to use his/her security identification code/ or personal 
security key to access to the particular logical zone for retrieving "materials such as data, messages or other textual information" which is 
equivalent to "resources" , see (Lang, abstract, lines 1-24; column 3, lines 1-19; column 5, lines 42-67; column 6, lines 1-6) 



2. Regarding to Applicant's argument with respect to the Lang does not disclose forwarding the message only if it is determined that the 
user is authorized access to the identified security zone 

Examiner totally disagrees with applicant at this point; Lang discloses a store-and-forward system, wherein the store-and- 
forward system grants access requests to logical zones from users only if they provide corrected personal identification codes; the entry of 
the correct personal identification code enables the smart card to start transmission of it's stored "Zone Access code" which is equivalent 
to "the message" to access/information management control device for further authentication process. The access/information 
management control device uses transmitted Zone Access code to determine if it grants the requested access for the data, messages or 
textual information stored in the particular logical zone , see (Lang, abstract, lines 35-36; column 4, lines 14-54; figure 1; item 20 
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
